The Cost of Living Advisory Committee (now renamed the Retail Prices Index Advisory Committee) recommended in 1962 
that until a satisfactory index series based on actual prices became available half the expenditure on meals out should 
continue to be allocated to the food group and the other half spread proportionately over all groups, including the food 
group.

Thus, while the Retail prices index 

may be used to measure changes in the purchasing power of after-tax income (and of the income of non-taxpayers) 

the Tax and price index takes account of the fact that taxpayers will have more or less to spend according to changes 


in direct taxation. The index measures the change in gross taxable income which would maintain after tax income 
in real terms
